Secrion 1. The following amendment to the Constitution
of this Stute is hereby proposed for publication and for ap-
proval or rejection by the people in accordance with the provis-
1oms of section one of article fourteen (14) of the Constitution
of the State—that is to say: that section two (2} of article
eight (8) of the Constitution be und the same is hereby amended
by adding to the end the following paragraph: All swamp
lands now held by the State, or that may hereafter acerue to
the State, shall be -appraised and sold 1n the sume manner
and by the same officers, and the minimum price shall be the
same less one-third (). as is provided by law for the appraise-
ment and sale of the school lands under the provisions of title
one (1) of chapter thirty-eight (38) of the General Statutes.
The prineipal of all funds derived from sales of swamp
lands as afovesaid shall forever he preserved inviolate and
undiminished. One-half (£} of the proceeds of said prineipal
shall be appropriated to the common school fund of the State;
